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Triple feature 
scheduled for 
Arts Center 

The Virginia Beach Center fw 
the Arts is exploding with a unique 
and diverse triple feature of exhibi- 
tions opening on Friday, Nov. IS. 

On display in the main and ad- 
junct galleries, the works will re- 
main on view through Jan. 12 and 
will provide patrons with an 
opportunity to examine and com- 
pare three very diffierent iq;)proaches 
to art, not only through the choice 
of medium but also in the manner 
of expression. 

A highlight for area art lovers 
will be a collection of sculpture and 
drawings by Gaston Lachaise, an 
intemaQonally renowned sculptor 
known for his beautiful bronze 
portrayals of the human figure. 
This exhibition is made possible in 
part by a generous grant from The 
Gaston Lachaise Foundation. 

Lachaise was bom in France in 
1882 and was schooled at the pres- 
tigious Ecole des Beaux-Arts where 
he received the classical, formal art 
training of the day. It was his 
overwhelming love for Isabel Du- 
taud Nagle, a Canadian American 
whom he met in the Luxembourg 
Gardens that was to change the 
course of his life. He moved to 
America to be with her and would 
spend the rest of his life obsessing 
over his love model, the major tour 
dc force of his artistic career. In his 
own words "she became the primary 
inspiration which awakened my vi- 
sion and the leading influence that 
has directed my forces." 

The center is very fortunate to be 
able to show the works of Gaston 
Lachiase; a unique opportunity to 
study technique, the female form in 
art, and the resulting body of work 
from the hands of a master who was 
hailed as "the greatest of living 
sculptors" in 1935 during a retro- 
spective showing of his work at the 
Mu%um of Modern Art in New 
York. 

Isabel Nagle was a unique model, 
a matronly, robust figure, oozing 
flesh in a way that enticed Lachaise 
to redefine feminity, defying the 
classical, idealized representation of 
the human figure. The 20 drawings 
and 47 sculptures which have been 
selected allow the viewer the 
opp(Htunity to see the transforma- 
tion of his art from "its first ten- 
dency to make things acceptable" to 
the artist's triumph in confronting 
the nature of his feelings, his rage, 
his passion, and making use of this 
obsession which he pours into his 
later worics. 

Mitzi Landau, curator of The 
Gaston Lachaise Foundation, and 
Jeffrey Landau, managing director. 
Landau Traveling Exhibitions, will 
be at the opening recq)tion on Fri- 
day, Nov. IS and will be speaking 
about Lachaise and his woric at 7 
p.m. 

An exhibition of 65 draw- 
ings, "Anthony Panzers: The 
Leonardo Series," will be on view 
in the main galleries and will pro- 
vide an interesting comparison to 
the figuration of Gaston Lachaise. 
Anthony Panzera is an artist who 
has immersed himself in the tradi- 
tion of Leonardo da Vinci, address- 
ing an old principle in a new guise. 

Panzera was bom in Brooklyn, 
N.Y. and graduated widi a BS from 
SUNY. New Palu and with an 
MFA from Southern Dlinois Uni- 
versity in 1967. Since 19«> he has 
held a full-time faculty posititxi at 
Hunger College in New York City. 
In 1975, while on leave from 
Hunger College, Panzera took his 
family to Florence, Italy where he 
studied the old masters of the Re- 
naissance tradition and eventually 
was drawn to the sketchbooks of 
Leonardo da Vinci. 

Fascinated with Leonardo's mas- 
tery of drawing and his interest in 
proportion. Panzera began to ap- 
proach his art in the same way. In 
his study of Leonanlo's nt^books 
Panzera learned of the old master's 
intentions to unify his scientific 
treatises on the propofticms of the 
human figure, narrated limb by 
limb but never formally brought 
together as one document Panzera's 
mission was to bring Leonardo's 
ideals current, and in so doing re- 
veals in "The Leonardo Series" tra-

Virginia Beach's School Board 
chairman told City Council recendy 
that the city is not doing enough 
for its schools and that the schools 
have been blamed unjusUy for re- 
quiring a tax increase. 

At a School BoardATity Council 
workshop last week. Chairman 
Gregory M. Stillman said diat Vir- 
ginia Beach lags far behind similar 
jurisdictions in per capita expendi- 
tures for schools. Even less affluent 
Northampton County spends 
$1,000 more per child than does 
Virginia Beach, he said. 

Even so. die city has maintained 
an outstanding school system dur- 
ing the last 25 years because it has 
been able to enjoy all the bcneflts 

Virginia Beach spends less on 
school construction, as a percentage 
of total debt, dian Henrico County 
and Chesapeake. Also, Fairfax, Ar-

Utility services 
fee is delayed 
90 days for study 



Council had 
planned to 
adopt Nov. 12

Public demands have caused a 
delay in die esublishment of an 
environmental services utility 
which would have all property 
owners in die city pay a stormwater 
drainage fee. 

City Council had originally 
planned to adopt on Nov. 12 die 
ordinance whuh would have created 
the new utility to meet require- 
ments of recent amendments to die 
1987 Clean Water Act 

Action was delayed last week for 
at least 90 days to allow further 
study of die proposal by die public 
and a task force, which will be ap- 
pointed by council. 

The fee was to go into effect on 
July 1, 1992. 

Comment at die public hearing 
on diis issue last week from vari- 
ous organizations, interests and in- 
dividuals was consistent in calling 
for more time and more public in- 
put. 

Among die major objectitms was 
die name - Environmental Services 
Utility." Speakers insisted diat die 
fee be called what it is, a stormwa- 
ter drainage fee. They also said diat 
die environmental tag also was in- 
accurate because the projects that 
would be financed by die fee would 
be concet-ned with stormwater 
runoff and not odier aspects of die 
environment Also, diey said, die 
projects would drain off clean as 
well as polluted water while die Act 
is interested only in polluted water. 

Under die city's proposal, whrch 
was prepared by consultants Camp 
Dresser and McKee. all residential 
property owners wouW be assessed 
a fee of $3.17 a mondi widi com- 
mercial properties assessed accord- 
ing to the amount of impervious 
surface (land covered by consmic- 
tion or paving) in die property. The 
common denominator used for 
relating runoff potential is an 
equivalent residential unit (ERU). 
so charges for commocial proper- 
ties iMHild involve multiples of 
$3.17. 



The city of Chesapeake also has 
selected Camp Dresser and McKee 
to prepare a stormwater manage- 
ment plan and to take the city 
dirough the permit process at a cost 
of $1.2 million. Chesiqieake, how- 
ever, has a year longer dian Vir- 
ginia Beach to get die process un- 
derway because more time was 
given to die cities widi populations 
of over 100.000 but under 200,000. 

Norfolk and Virginia Beach are 
the only cities in the area with 
populations over 200,000 and have 
to have dieir programs operating 
sooner. The total consultants' cost 
for Virginia Beach will com^ to 
$1.9 million. V^ 

Under new provisions of the '^-**. 
Clean Water Act, localities are re- 
quired to submit a National Pidlu- 
tant Discharge Elimination Systran 
Part 1 permit application by Nov. 
18 and a Part 2 permit an>lication 
by Nov. 16. 1992 (1993 for smaller 
cities). 

The program must account for 
die land use and hydrogeok}gic fea- 
tures of die area, identify stonnwa- 
ter outfall discharges to protect the 
city from flooding and water quality 
d^radatioa 

The utility fee was conceived as a 
user's fee, charging each property 
owner according to the niiioff goi- 
erated by diat property. 

F. Terry Elliott, representing the 
Princess Anne Civic League, told 
council diat die citizens will be 
better able to accept die fee if it is 
called what is is - a stormwater 
management fee. He said diat the 
people will be su{^x)rtive if diey 
know the projects will elimimte 
flooding. He caitioned diat die fees 
shoukl not get caught up in admin- 
istrative costs. The Princess Anne 
Plaza area, he said, is devasttted 
every time a severe storm occurs. 
The community can support the 
fee, he said, as proper to save tfiou- 
sands and millions of dollars.

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Cost reductions and the Kempsville public library 




The Mayor's Report

As a total team effort, city em- 
ployees are w(Hking hard to reduce 
costs and streamline functions to 
make the best use of the tax dollars 
availaUe. 



A key element in making deci- 
sions about where to make cuts in 
the opetatiag budget is to do it in 
such a way that the fewest number 
of citizens are direcdy affected. One 
example of this process can be 
found in changes to the operating 
schedule of the Kempsville Area 
Library. Effective this month, the 
library will be open on Sundays 
from 1 to 5 p.m. during the school 
year and will be closed on Thurs- 
days until 2 p.m. 

For years, Kempsville residents 
asked for additional hours of library 
service. When the new library 
opened in January of 1990, Sunday 
hours were added to the operating 
schedule as an experiment. The 
Central Library provided Sunday 
service, but would people come to 
an area library on Sunday? Would 
they be able to And the materials 
and information they needed? The 
answo' has been a resounding YES! 
These hours have i»oven to be very 
popular. The number of books 
checked out and the number of 
questions asked per hour is equiva- 



lent to the level of use on a week- 
day. 

When evaluating the use (^ pub- 
lic funds to ensure efficient alloca- 
tion of resources, alternative mea- 
sures must be examined in terms of 
cost to taxpayers. The experiment 
of a seven-day-per-week (grating 
schedule at the Kempsville Library 
was an expansion of services which 
added to the cost of library service 
by requiring additional personnel. 
To mluce costs, die Department of 
Public Libraries considered a num- 
ber of alternatives, iiKluding clos- 
ing one day during the week or 
closing on Sunday. 

The department evaluated trends 
in library use and found that more 
peopte visited the litwary on Sunday 
afternoons than on Thivsday mom- 
ings. Data was collected to deter- 
mine the minimum number of per- 



sonnel required to provide service 
during pe^ and off-peak hours. As 
a result of this study, the Library 
Department decided to maintain four 
hours of service on Sunday after- 
noon at Kempsville and to close 
four hours on Thursday. This deci- 
sion r^resented a more efficient al- 
location of resources by reducing 
the budget and eliminating two po- 
sitions. 

A major concern with this pro- 
posal, however, was the inter-de- 
pendence of all the libraries. With 
the invesunent in the automated 
catalog, library users throughout 
the city know whether specific ma- 
terials in the collection are available 
to be checked out at any agency. 
Users rely on being able to place 
materials on reserve or driving to a 
library to pick up those items. 

Closing one of the libraries 



while the others are open represents 
a loss to the user and a loss of the 
city's investment in this service. 
Therefore, a small support staff has 
been assigned to work on Thursday, 
while the library is closed, in order 
to maintain contact with library 
users in other agencies. The em- 
ployees also check in materials that 
have been returned and research 
questions from the public that have 
accumulated. 

The cumulative effect of this 
evaluation of service has been to 
cut costs by reducing the number of 
personnel required. Sunday service 
has been maintained, which is a 
more convenient time for residents 
to visit the library than Thursday 
morning. Productivity has increased 
and the quality of customer service 
is sustained during the remaining 
hours of operation. In addition, the 



library has maintained a seven-day- 
per-«^ek operating schedule which 
preserves flexibility for residents.

Much has been said about middle 
schools in the past several weeks 
and if or how they will bp imple- 
mented in Virginia Beach. Dr. Sid- 
ney Faucette. Superintendent of 
Schools, made recommendations in 
reference to middle schools to the 
School Board on October IS, 1991. 
In order to fully understand his rec- 
ommendations, some background 
information may be in order. 

What are middle schools? 

In Virginia, the Governor's 
Commission on Excellence studied 
school systems across the state and 
concurred with the findings in the 
report. "A Nation at Risk." The ju- 
nior high school student was 
identified as the "stepchiW" of pub- 
lic education. I^aced in the structure 
and programs of a "mini-high 
school," eariy adolescent needs were 
being ignored. As a result of its 
study and concern, the state depart- 
ment of education provided a desip 
to restructure grades six through 
eight to better address the develop- 
mental needs of the emerging ado- 
lescents. 

When did the State De- 
partment of Education intend 
for this change to occur? 



The Slate Department allowed for 
a gradual phase-in for middle 
schools throughout the state. Most 
school divisions opted to reconfig- 
ure their grade structure to house 
grades six through eight together. 
Virginia Beach signed on for the 
latest slated u^msition, which is fall 
of 1991 . Wc recognized that middle 
schools needed to go beyond a 
changed grade structure. We wanted 
to create a program tailored specifi- 
cally to the needs of early adoles- 
cent students. 



No matter whether a 

middle level 
student's school in- 
cludes grades six to 

eight or seven to 

nine next year, there 

is no doubt that 

some beneficial 

changes are in store. 

Has the Virginia Beach 
School Board supported the 
middle school concept? 

At its April, 1989 meeting, the 
Virginia Beach School Board 
adopted an implementation plan for 
miMe school education which was 
intended to be realized in the fall of 
1992. The plan included a middle 
school mission, philosophy, goals, 
key components, committee struc- 
ture and a global time line. The 
plan called for development of rec- 
ommendations through a committee 
structure. Six main committees, 
comprised of parents, community 
leaders, teachers, students and ad- 
ministrators, developed those rec- 
ommendations. Distinct middle 
school components include: ex- 
ploratory curriculum, interdisci- 
plinary teaming, flexible block 
scheduling, teacher teams and an 
advisor/advisee program.

In just six weeks, the nation Mil 
be observing the 200th anniversary 
of the ratification of the Bill of 
Rights. As We the People of die 
United States celebrate two cen- 
turies of our own freedom,;^ations 
around die world are adopting prin- 
ciples of democracy - freedom of 
speech, press, religion and open 
maikets. 

But as we approach our third 
century, America seems to be at a 
crossroads. Many are questioning 
how this democracy is woiking in 
light of rampant crime, drugs and 
gang warfare. We the People are 
U-oubled by "rights" that often con- 
flict with our sense of values. Oth- 
ers are appalled by decisions con- 
cerning public display of obscene 
photographs, music with lewd 
lyrics and flag burning. 

Last week, Mary Bruner, chair- 
man of the City's Constitution 
Celebration Commission, and I at- 
tended the national First Amend- 
ment Congress, "A Time for 
Choices." which addressed these 
concerns. The First Amendment 
Congress is committed to preserv- 
ing freedom of expression among 
Americans of every persuasion by 
providing a continuing forum to 
discuss and debate the First 
Amendment as our cornerstone of 
liberty. 

Founded in 1979 by 12 major 
print and broadcast news media as- 
sociations, die First Amendment 
Congress is now a coalition of 16 
voting member and 30 associate 
member organizations. On Sunday, 
Oct. 27, the delegates to the 1991 
Congress convened at the Virginia 
State Capitol Building in the House 
Chambers where our principles of 
freedom were adopted in 1791. 

John R. Finnegan, Sr., president 
of die First Amendment Congress 
and former assistant publisher of 
the Sl Paul Pioneer Press, was die 
host and presider. Virginia's Lt. 
Governor Donald S. Beyer, Jr. gave 
the welcoming remarks, and the 
charge to delegates was given by 
Jean H. Otto, founder of First 
Amendment Congress and associ- 
ated editor of Rocky Mountain 
News. 

This was no ordinary Congress. 
It challenged citizens to examine 
their (X>mmitfflent to individual 
liberties. It was a forum of die 
people, by the people, for the peo- 
ple - a national "town meeting" 
where issues, not people, were 
confronted and resolutions adc^Hed 
10 represent dw majority view. Mi- 
nority positions will also be pub- 
lidied in die final iqxxt

Time for Choices," edited by Oau- 
dia A. Haskel and Jean H. Otto: 
"The First Amendment Congress 
was bom of the belief that the 
rights embodied in the First 
Amendment and all of the Bill of 
Rights belong to every American, 
and that diese rights can best be 
preserved by understanding Uiem, 
supporting them, and sharing die 
principles that give diem life and 
nourish dieir vitality." 

Delegates to this Congress were 
people of diverse backgrounds, in- 
terests and beliefs. There were con- 
cerned citizens, national leaders of 
government, business, media and 
educational, civic and religious in- 
stitutions. All delegates were given 
an equal opportunity to help resolve 
critical issues affecting freedom of 
religion, speech, press, petition and 
assembly. 

There were five topics for die 
workshops on Monday, Oct. 18: 



Freedom of Speech, Freedom of die 
Press, Principles of Justice, New 
Technologies, Freedom of Con- 
science. It was indeed a "time for 
choices" as each topic was subdi- 
vided and the workshops ran 
concurrendy. 

'A Time for Choices" 
was a stimulating 
formn for all who 
pereeive liberty as 
their most valued 
possession. 

For instance, under Freedom of 
Speech, there were diree choices. 
(1) Expression in the arts and 
entertainment: resolving die clash 
between "defenders of decency" and 
"champions of uninhibited expres- 



sion." (2) "Politically correct" 
views and values: accommodating 
diversity in our schools, in the 
workplace and in die marketplace. 
(3) Advertising controversial prod- 
ucts and services: applying princi- 
ples of free speech to the markei- 
[dace. 

Among die outstanding speakers 
were John Seigenthaler, publisher 
of The Tennessean; Nadine 
Strossen, president, ACLU; Kcn- 
nedi Starr, U.S. solicitor general;

couldn't assure them the fee would 
aocderaie stonnwiier programs." 

He said a stonnwat^ drainage 
project to his area was First in the 
Cq>ital Improvement Program in 
1974 and wanted to know whether 
the fee will help pay for this. He 
said that more time is neetted to 
study the proposal and asked for a 
ddayof sixmondis. 

Al Strazzulo, of Lynnhaven 
Cok)ny, said that he received the 
material on the program in mid- 
October. He said he questioned the 
use of the word "utility" when it is 
"not a utility at all." he said that 
the city is in a bit of a rush that 
causes die people to act on the 
negative side. He said that the 
Lynnhaven Colony i»'0ject is still 
in the CI? but gets pushed back 
every five years. He said he wanted 
more information. 

Michael Barrett, chairman of the 
Virginia Beach Council of the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, said that the plan was 
unclear. He said that the city did not 
have to set up a utility but could 
use some of its old methods. He 
pointed out that property owners 
who have made large investments 
in drainage will have to pay again. 
If the environmental utility is 
needed to provide revenues, he 
asked, what happens to the money 
that has already been allocated for 
storm drainage? 

Barrett said that Norfolk, which 
abeady has the utility, is structured 
differraUy. He said that no doubt in 
the future the fees will be revised, 
but right now a large disparity ex- 
ists between what the property 
owners in Norfolk pay and what the 
property owners in Virginia Beach 
will pay. Benneu said that legisia- 
ti(Hi by the General Assembly says 
that localities may create a utility, 
but the localities are not required to. 

He said that the task force study- 
ing the program consisted of ail 
staff members, but no one from the 
[Mivate sector. He suggested creat- 
ing a task force with representation 
from' various sectors of the com- 
munity lo ooRsider the^pn^pm. "If 
you want the business community 
to support this, ask them to partic- 
ipate." He asked for a deferral to 
answer a number of questions. 

Former Kempsville Councilman 
John D. Moss said that the plan 
was not fair. He said that a mall 
which has an extensive retention 
system would have to pay a high 
fee. He said that he did not like the 
strategy (the point was made that 
residential property owners would 
be paying less than a lower 
percentage of the cost than they 
would be paying through real estate 
taxes), that someone is getting 
something at the expense of some- 
one else. 

Moss added that the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
is concerned about pollution, not 
runoff. He asked where the money 
that was in the budget for 
stormwatcr drainage went. "It went 
somewhere else and now you're 
asking people to pay twice . . . The 
impact on people who have to pay 
it has more to do with raising 
money in hard fiscal times than 
managing stormwatcr." He sug- 
gested assessing a better way to 
raise revenues. 

Tuck Bowie, the Tidewater 
Builders Association as chairman of 
Virginia Beach Municipal Affairs, 
said that the TBA had no Tormal 
position on the issue, appreciated 
the philosophy and understood the 
need for stormwatcr management 
and quality, but is critical of estab- 
lishing a utility on the basis of 
fairness and equity. He said that the 
participation for forming a {vogram 
is needed. 

Rae LeSesne, chairman of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, said that 
the fee is a lax no matter what you 
call it. He said that the majority of 
funds will be used for programs not 
mandated by the Act. He said that 
in many localities the sources of 
pollution are in certain businesses, 
the types which Virginia Beach 
does not have. 

In Virginia Beach the program 
will be iised to correct poor plan- 
ning, he said. The city has been too 
busy building roads to accommo- 
date devel(^)ers to pay attention. 



LeSesne said. The projects should 
not be included as environmental 
ptyecis. 

}fe said that the fee is a regres- 
sive tax where the small home- 
owner inys the same tax as a mil- 
lion dollar estate. And the tax, he 
said, will increase over the years. 
He also asked for a deferral. 

Ralph J. Thomann asked that 
councU reconsido' how the costs are 
determined. He said that he was not 
against the fee, but the absence of 
credits for property owners who 
have installed expensive drainage 
projects. 

Maurice Jackson, president of the 
Virginia Beach Council of Civic 
Organizations, said that the pro- 
gram should be called die stormwa- 
tcr management fee. Using the 
work "environmental," she said, 
makes it sound like all kinds of en- 
vironment. He said that die fee 
might not be necessary if develop- 
ers had not been given free rein in 
the fMist. He asked for a 30-day de- 
ferral 

Glenn Russell, representing the 
Tidewater Association of Realtors, 
said that he was cuncoiied about the 
exemption of local, state and federal 
government properties when these 
properties may be causing most of 
the pollution. He also said diat the 
formula was not equitable. 

Maureen Sigmund, vice president 
of the Southeastern Virginia Asso- 
ciation for the Environment, said 
she was opposed to die tax as an 
environmental tax. She Isaid that 
she thought die city already had a 
stormwater management system and 
expressed the concern that the 
money would be used for other 
projects. "Will Uiis only provide a 
basis for more development in sen- 
sitive areas?" she asked. "I want to 
see the entire package. The city 
can't develop as it has and protect 
water quality." 

Linwood Branch, representing die 
Hotel and Restaurant Association, 
recommended creating a task force. 

Robert Dean, an environmental- 
ist, opposed the name of die utility 
and said diat it should be called a 
stormwatCT^ mfflf^ement fee. He 
said that the public was not given 
die 0{qx>rtunity to join in die dia- 
logue as it was in die discussion cm 
die Chesapeake Bay Preservation 
Act ordinance. He also asked 
whether the ordinance will have a 
sunset clause. 

Georgette Constant-Davis, of 
North Virginia Beach, noted that 
the remarks had been so similar. 
She said diat $69,468,000 tagged 
for the projects were not environ- 
mental projects, but projects to 
stop flooding. They are not neces- 
sarily to increase the water quality. 
She asked whedier a major part of 
the utility fee was an attempt to 
balance the budget. She said that 
damage should be limited in die 
beginning and "can't support the 
come what may, the city will bail 
die city out." 

Lou Pace said that the fee is a 
tax, and an unfair tax, too. 
. Councilman John A. Baum said 
that the older projects have caused 
die problems, but diat "stormwater 
management is the biggest envi- 
ronmental problem we have." 

As for parity, he said, "If we did 
this by unit, we'd have a night- 
mare." 

When Mayor Meyera Obemdorf 
proposed deferring the issue and ap- 
pointing a committee. Councilman 
William D. Sessoms Jr. asked 
whether the current CIP is tied to 
die utility. 

Acting City Manager Oral Lam- 
bert said that the CIP assumes 
»k^tion of die utility. The CIP is 
expected to come up for adoption 
on Nov. 12. 

The fees would not replace die 
funding of stormwater drainage 
projects already in the CIP. Both 
general funds and the fee will be 
used for the projects in the pro- 
gram. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she apiHeciated die flexi- 
bility granted to the task force by 
giving it "at least" 90 days to 
submit a report inAead of pushing 
die task force to compteie its work 
in 90 days. She ssud diat die task 
force may want to hold public 
hearings and extend die time beytmd 
90 days.

Dr. Sidn^ L. FiHicette, superin- 
tendent of schools, said dut the 
sdiotd Systran has two initiittives - 
reducing die class size and provid- 
ing for art, music and odm' tcach- 
ets, but diat die real issue is tied lo 
die demc^raphk; issues. 

"Specifically, what kind of pio- 
grms is diis expenditure going to 
provide? Just bdlding buildings is 
not the answer." 

"You are exactly right," said 
Stillman. "I wish I could tell you if 
you spend the money, the test 
scores will go up; twt I can tell you 
if you don't do it the scores wUl go 
down." He added, "I don't diink we 
can ever get away from portables." 

Virginia Beach has 330 p(xtable 
classrooms. Henrico County, widi 
aboiit. half die student populaticHi, 
ha$.33. 

The school system wants to re- 
duce die size of certain classes, 
mosdy for die younger students, to 
20 students, StUlmw said. 

Stillman took issiw with the 20 
to 25 percent tax increase attached 
to die School Board's request 

He said diat die School Board 
was asking for $104 million in new 
money, which would amount to a 
10 pocent tax increase. He said dut 
die School Board returned to die 
city a $17.5 million surplus which 
shouki be used for die schods. 

In addition, the city is retiring 
$91 million in debt over die next 
five years. The money paying for 
diis debt is being paid by money 
approved by school referendums. 
When the debt is paid up, die tax 
which has paid for die ddht contin- 
ues. This money should be spent 
on schools becaJse taxpayos voted 
for it to be spent on schools, 
Stilhnan said. 

Instead, he said, the city is using 
die money to finance other projects. 
When council says the CIP would 
require a tax increase of 20 to 25 
percent, the increase would be 
needed to fund all die programs in 
the CIP, said Stillman, not only 
die School Board's. 

Council a^ed for the joint 
meeting widi die houd when ques- 
tions were raised about which 
schools the board would build widi 
die reduced fiinds.

"means of financing" as "to be de- 
termined." 

Stillman said that die School 
Bond is interested in being partners 
with the City Council in solving 
problems.

"where we're going to have to 
grapple with developments in 
housing in the city and de- 
mogr^ics." 

Vice mayor Kabett E. Fentress 
asked about die use of dismountable 
buildings in die place of p(»tables. 

Faucette said diat when die board 
adopted die capital prognm, it be- 
gan to look at^very kind of con- 
sUiKticNi available, including dis- 
mountables. He said that California 
has a law diat requires one-third of 
the school buildings to be dis- 
mountable. A lot of things are go- 
ing on, he said, and the board is 
looking at every possible way to 
house students.

Stillman said that everyone 
mmslates education into his private 
experience when "you have to kiok 
at die system as a whole." 

He said that more Uian 500 
classro(»ns are needed in the city 
and that die public needs to be 
aware of diis. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms Jr. remarked that he had un- 
derstood Uiat no increase would be 
involved widi die creation of middle 
schools. 

Faucette said that he was not go- 
ing to say diat middle schools were 
not going to cost any money, but 
that he did not diink the numbers 
are as large as a lot of people are 
saying. He said that not initiating 
die middle schools all over die city 
this year was not a funding issue. 
The schools just wanted to try die 
concept out in some of die schools. 

He said that the main cost in- 
volved is adding 45 teacher posi- 
tions in Social Studies in grade 8. 
An additional 30 teaching positions 
are tied to growdi. 

Jones said diat the state has cut 
back funds and revenue from the 
sales tax and other taxes are also 
down. "We all have to share die 
buiden making that up." He said, "I 
am not willing to sit here today and 
say that I will vote for a tax in- 
crease for subsequent years, but am 
willing to tell you that I won't vote 
for subsequent years but am willing 
to lell you that I won't vote for it 
unless we know what die money is 
used for.

I^ker said that the average 
teacher in Virginia Beach makes 
$32,000 while die average salary in 
private industry is $16,000. The 
teachers need lo understand whoe 
die money is coming frtrni. 

Jones sakl diat he would {xefer a 
22 pocent increase across die board, 
but under the school's system, 
some will get less and some more. 
Under the pay scak during their 
first sevoi ^ars, a ^cl^ receives 
(Mily a 12 percent increase.

It's quick, it's easy, it's free 
and, b«st of all, even the home

The "it" is checking the pres- 
sure in yoiff car's tires, some- 
thing you should be doing on a 
regular basis says Saab-Scania of 
America, Inc., importer of 
Swedish-built Saabs. 

Air is still free at nSlny ser- 
vice stations, and inexpensive 
tire gauges are even available in 
8iq)ennarkets. says the Swedish 
car maker, warning that im- 
proper tire inflation takes its toll 
of tires through uneven wear 
and, in some cases, accidents. 

In addition to forcing you to 
rq>lace tires mote frequently, an 
onderinflated tire creates more 
rolling resistance.

Interpreting car noises iielps locate trouble 



Ominous car sounds tell you 
something may be wrong; un- 
derstanding their cause can help 
you and your mechanic find and 
correct die problem before it be- 
comes serious. Ifere are some of 
die more common noises, listed 
by €^ Care Council. 

•A "clunk" frcxn under die car 
when you start forward or back 
up could be a warning that a 
universal joint is failing. That's 
snious if it breaks and the drive 
shaft drops while you're driving. 

If you have a front- wheel drive 
car, you'll also get a clunking 
sound if you have a looseness in 
a CV joint (like a universal joint 
diat connects die front wheels to 
die transverse axle). 

•When you jqjply the brakes 
and hear a squeal or scraping 
sound, diat could indicate worn 
brake linings or pads. If allowed 
to continue, it could result in 
damaging drums or rotors, mak- 
ing the rqiair more expensive. 

•A thumping sound from a 
tire could be caused by flat spots 
on die tread due to improper 
balance or alignment It also 
could be tread separation, which 
could result in a blowout 

•The sound of ticking in die 
engine usually is a valve lifter, 
generally heard when the engine 
is idling. 

•A sudden screech from under 
die hood could be worn or loose 
drive belt 

•A knocking or pinging from 
under the hood when you acceU 
erate could be from low grade 
gasoline, incorrect timing or 
odier tune-up adjustments. 

•A whining sound as you 



move from a standstill to normal 
driving speed could be coming 
from die transmission and coukl 
mean diat you are low on trans- 
mission fluid. You probably 
won't hear diis sound when die 
car is idling or in neutral 

•A q)itting sound or nimble 
from somewhere under die car 
could be an exhaust leak. This is 



a potentially dangerous situa- 
tion, due to poisonous exhaust 
fumes diat could seep into die 
ca. 

•If you raise the hood and hear 
a steady sniqiping sound that 
speeds up if die engine runs 
faster, it could mean a spark 
plug wire is loose or shorting 



out The sni^ming sound is a 
spark jumping from die bad wire 
to die metal of die engine. 

•If you turn on the ignition 
switch and hear a clicking sound, 
but the starter does nothing, 
your battery may need charging 
or replacing. It also could be 
loose w c(»Toded connections. 



The clicking comes from the 
starter solenoid, which isn't get- 
ting mwigh voltage to engage 
thestartm'. 

•A whirring soind (when die 
car doesn't start) could be a 
starto: drive. Replacing diis part 
normally will crarect the prob- 
lem. 



Checking car's wiring could prevent auto fire 



The two main causes of car 
fires, other dian accictents, are 
faulty wiring and/or leakuig fuel. 
Poor insulation on wires, caus- 
ing a short, can start a fire if the 
circuit is improperiy fused. 

Leaking fuel is die odier cul- 
prit, according to Car Care 
Council. An imp(»tant aspect of 
tune-up services is the inspec- 
tion a[ all fuel lines and connec- 
tions. 

Increased fuel pressure on 
newer cars, combined with 
higher under-hood operating 
temperatures, makes this a criti- 
cal precautionary service. 

"Most car fires are caused by 
fuel line connections, generally 
at die fuel filter or die carbure- 
tor," says John Kennedy, Presi- 
dent of die National Association 
of Fire Investigators.

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School Board

The School Board can go ahead 
with all the building projects in the 
proposed five-year Ciq)ital Im- 
provement Program by delaying 
school site acquisition. 

Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager/budget, pointed out to City 
Council at a recent budget work- 
shop that the School Board has 
more than $8 million in the 10-year 
CIP for land acquisition. Of this, 
$1.6 million is allocated for land 
acquisition in the flrst year. 

The School Board has no objec- 
tions to the flrst year qwnding for 
schools recommended by former 
City manager Aubrey V. Watts Jr. 
The following years' spending pro- 
posals present some problems, 
however, although the School 
Board will be in a better position to 
know what the overall needs wUl be 
after findings of a report now under 
way are available in December. The 
CIP will be adopted on Nov. 26. 

The School Board recommended a 
10-year budget of $390,619,500. 
but that was cut back by the city 
staff to $301,732,649. The School 
Board has asked for full-funding of 
the school budget. Because of the

Early Tidewater cultural relationships discussed 
recently at the Virginia Beach Central Library

"Red. White and Black: Cultures 
and Relationships in Early Tidewa- 
ter" brought together a pand of lo- 
cal experts recently at the Virginia 
Beach Central Library. 

Different perspectives and little 
known pkces ol history were shared 
by Nkk Luccketti, diivctor, Yeard- 
ley House in Jamestown: Oliver 
Perry, Sr., chief emeritus, Nanse- 
tnond Indian Tribe; Florence 
Turner, author of "Gateway to the 
New WOTld" and William Ward, 
historian and mayor (^ Chesapeake. 

Vicki Harvey, manager of the 



Adam Thwoughgood House of the 
Chrysler Museum, was the 
moderator. The program was spon- 
sored by the Virginia Beach public 
library system. 

During the discussion. Turner 
described the cannibalism that oc- 
curred during the "starving lime" of 
1609. He made note of the fact that 
Captain John Smith offended the 30 
"gentlemen" of the Jamestown set- 
tlement by making them do manual 
labor. And. he des:ribed the ircmic 
juxtifx>sitk>n that occurred in 1619 
of two "firsts" for the New WorW: 
the first representative as^mbly and 
the first shipload of bl^k slaves. 



Historical aicheotogy, according 
to Luccketti. can shed light on the 
lifestyle and customs of settlers, 
slaves and Indians. He focused on 
homes as being most revealing of 
lifestyles and stated that we know 
more about the middle and upper 
class because they lived in homes 
that survived years of years atKi 
weather. Technology allows us to 
separate the bones of master and 
slaves by the amount of lead in the 
bones. The master's family would 
have a high tead count t)ecause they 
used pewter tableware which was 
not as it is today. 

Perry shared concerns about the 



quinccntennial focus on Christopher 
Columbus. Within ten years of his 
landing at San Salvador, 100,000 
natives were killed and he took na- 
tives to Europe as slaves. Perry re- 
lated that the Lost Colony was 
doomed when Ralph Lane's servant 
killed an Indian chief who had re- 
portedly stolen Lane's favorite cvp. 
Stating that relationships be- 
tween whites and blacks were 
shiqied and controlled by the ones 
with the guns. Ward brought other 
facu to light. Not much is known 
in first hand accounts of the history 
of African- Americans because what

Volunteers 
needed to 
man phones

The sound of sleigh bells. 
ChrisUnas carols, chattering elves 
and a few ho-ho-hos will fill 
Santa's workshop and ring through 
the offices at the department of 
Parks and Recreation's "North Pole" 
on Lynnhavcn Road from Monday. 
Dec. to Thursday, Dec. 5. 

Volunteers, like George Mc- 
Cormick, 58, of Kempsville will 
take on the identity of "Santa," 
"Mrs. Claus" or one of their 
bustling elves to call children ages 
three to seven in Virginia Beach to 
see if they've t>ecn good little girts 
and boys, and what they want Santa 
to bring them for Christmas. 

Wanda Frink, district supervisor 
at the Department of Parks and 
Recreation Youth Services, along 
with supervisors Helen Hills and 
Patrick Wright, works with 
William Peachy of the Virginia 
Beach public schools system to 
create "Santa's Switchboard." 

Frink said nearly 13,000 flyers 
were distributed to the 50 elemen- 
tary schools two weeks ago. More 
than 300 kindergartners have sent 
back letters to Santa Claus, in care 
of the parks and recreation staff. 
Frink's staff divides the children's 
letters among the 40 to 50 volun- 
teers from the police and fire de- 
partments, Virginia Wesleyan Col- 
lege, Knights of Columbus, real 
estate offices and other groups. 

"I think there are more volunteers 
than phones. We use every office, 
every place that there's a phone - we 
call from it," said McCormick, a 
four-year veteran recruited by his 
daughter-in-law who works for 
parks and recreation. 

"We try to get started in the af- 
ternoon. By around seven o'clock, 
some of the little ones are already 
in bed," explained McCormick. 
Avcording to him, "Santa's 
Switchboard" made over 1,500 calls 
last year. The year before, they 
called about 1,000 to 1,200 chil- 
dren. Each year the numbers in- 
crease. 

Frink said that in order to receive 
a phone call from Santa, the child 
must write him a letter. She said 
that most parents help their children 
write the lett^s, or at least address 
the envelope and provide the stamp. 
Some of the children are disabled, 
and are the first to be called, said 
Frink. Other children just want to 
talk to Santa. 

The program's origin is fuzzy, 
but according to Frink and Mc- 
Cormick. it started about four years 
ago. Each year, the program's lead- 
ership is passed on to a different 
poson at parks and recreation to re- 
cruit volunteers and set up the 
"North Pole." 

"We give (the volunteers) bells 



to ring, like the reindeer just came 
in," said Frink. "We play Christ- 
mas music and it sounds really 
real." Frink said this is their fa-

The Mayor's Report

Wave data, vital design infcxma- 
tion for coastal projects, is being 
continuously collected and recorded 
just offshore of the Virginia Beach 



restm area. The data provides a 
much ne^ed statistical basis for 
wave predictkyns and is available for 
use by engineers and coastal scioi- 
tists in design and study ttfons re- 
lated to the incredibly dynamic 
coastline (rf the resort beach. 

The wave gage was installed di- 
rectly offshore of the Virginia 
Beach Fishing Pier m Sept. 26, 
1990. A team of divers ftom the 
Corps of Engineers Coastal Engi- 
neering Research Center (CERQ 
anchored the gage to the bottom of 
the Atlantic Ocean in 25-fcct of 
water, about one-half mile east of 
the fishing pier. Our fire depart- 
ment's Amphibious Unit supported 
this effwt by providing two all-ter- 
rain/amphibious LARCs for use as 
diving platforms. 

Once the gage was anchored to 
the bottom, the LARCs headed for 
shore, laying the self-burying, half- 
inch diameter power and data trans- 
mission cable in their wake. On 
shore, the cable was buried and 
routed beneath the boardwalk and 
bikeway to the 17th Street 
Connector Park, with the assistance 
of our Landscape Services and 
Highway Divisions. Our Building 
Maintenance Division assisted by 
providing a secure location for the 
gage shore station (data collector 
and transmitter, and in routing

Technical assistance and 
maintenance activities are provided 
by Old Dominion University 
tlut)ugh grant funds provided by the 
city of Virginia Beach and the 



Commonwealth. ODU divers peri* 
odically service the gage on the 
ocean floor, using .city LARCs as 
diving platforms and a special 
homing device provided by CERC, 
which guides the craft to the exact 
gage location. 

The gage continuously records 
wave height and direction, storing 
this data digitally in the shore sta- 
tion housed at 17th Street. The data 
is electronically transmitted to 
CERC headquarters in Vicksburg, 



Mississippi, four times a day. In 
the event of a major storm, the 
shore station has a battery power 
reserve that will allow accurate 
recwding of storm wave conditions, 
regardless of power and telephone 
interruptions, for up to three days. 

The data sent to Vicksburg is an- 
alyzed by CERC and published as a 
statistical basis for wave energy 
predictions, the most critical design 
element in any coastal project, eq., 
seawalls, breakwaters, revetments 
and even sand replenishment. 
Heretofore, engineers and coastal 
scientists relied on a method referred 
to as "hindcasting" to determine 
wave conditions from wind data 
recorded at the nearest weather sta- 
tion. While wave hindcasting 
schemes provide valuable estimates 
of wave conditions, actual wave 
data is essential to statistically de- 



scribe and predict the nearshore 
wave conditions. 

The gage at Virginia Beach 
represents a significant commit- 
ment by the federal and slate gov- 
ernments toward addressing the ba- 
sic scientific issues related to our 
oceanfront. It is exciting that Vir- 
ginia Beach as been chosen to par- 
ticipate in this program. The first 
full year of wave data collection has 
just been completed and we are well 
on the way toward building a reli- 
able data base for wave energy pre- 
dictions. The collected data should 
be invaluable in our efforts to pro- 
tect and maintain our most precious 
natural resource, the resort beach.

She de- 
veloped the idea for the First 
Amendment Congress in 1979 
when she was president of the 
Society for Professional Journal- 
ists. 

Her keynote speech to the dele- 
gates attending a recent First 
Amendment Congress in Richmond 
was delivered from the podium in 
the House of Delegates chambers. 
From my notes, I wish to sharc her 
thoughtful rcmarks. Mrs. Otto first 
reminded us that the 45 words of 
the First Amendment estabUshed an 
eloquent set of principles that guar- 
antee precious freedoms to everyone 
in America - regardless of race, 
religion, national origin or social 
status. 

She asserted that those profound 
words, adopted in this very room in 
1791 , arc just as vital today as they 
were TOO years ago. But because we 
have enjoyed these rights for so 
long, we tend to take them for 



granted. Our rights are likely to 
erode if we don't fully understand 
the meaning and importance of the 
First Amendment. 

The theme of the Congress was 
"A Time for Choices" and Mrs. 
Otto stressed that each of us must 
make choices. We choose solutions 
and leaders we trust will best serve 
the nation. Even doing nothing is a 
choice, and she exprcssed the fear 
that freedom is being underinined 
today by such public apathy and 
indiffoence. 

Our founders assumed that people 
were capable of self-government. 
But today, we have changed our ex- 
pectations of government and gov- 
ernment has changed its expections 
of its citizens. Our freedoms are 
mortgaged. Each generation must 
commit itself anew to pay die debt 
for our individual liberties. 

She then posed some challenging 
questions. Do we believe that our 
freedoms are so precious diat they 
must be preserved, regardless of the 



cost? Or do we think they are so 
safe that we need do litUe or noth- 
ing to assure dieir longevity? Or do 
we believe that maybe Uiose free- 
doms, in our time, may actually 
endanger the "common good'7 

Today, there is a new assumed 
right - the right to protect oneself 
from speech diat is offensive. So 
diere is now a reluctance to say 
what we really think for fear of of- 
fending or confronting others in 
refuting ideas with which we dis- 
agree. Many are afraid to discuss 
their views and this is a trend which 
results in a "narrowing of the 
American debate." 

She continued, "A thought not 
communicated may have some 
value to the individual diinker, but 
it does nothing to enhance any 
community, whether that be one's 
city or state or nation. Thought, 
followed by speech, followed by the 
written word, must be protected as a 
unit, because to intenupt at any 
stage is to deny society its right to 
know and to understand." 

The various themes to be ex- 
plored during the Congress were 
mentioned. Some of these will be 
discussed in another column: Cen- 
sorship of military information, 
political correctness, the amount of 
freedom students should have in

"Our tests found no metabolic 
magic: We've yet to see any evi- 
dence that there is any diffoence in 
people's efficiency in which they 
metabolize food," said Paul Moe, 
rcsearch leader in the energy and 
protein nutrition laboratory. 

In odier words: Sorry; you can 
run but you can't hide from the fat 
monster. 

The study invalidated the long- 
cherished excuse for overweight 
Americans - Blaming their genetic 
metabolism instead of the 
Twinkles.

Ncitfier. said Legw, is there evi- 
dence diat die horses are descendants 
of Spanish mustangs. To die con- 
trary, the horses seem to be a aoss 
between Baker ponies (from the 
Oiter Bai^) and quarterhorses. 

And if it makes die people around 
here feel any better, die horses on 
Cumberland Island National 
Seashore, Cape Lookout National 
Seashore, Cape Hatteras National 
Seashore and Chincoteague Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge aren't much 
"wilder." They have genes of odier 
horse strains, according to wildlife 
officials here, indicating diat they 
have been managed by humans for 
many years. 

But possibly die people, who 
councilmembers say have been 
calling and writing, are not really 
concerned about whedier or not die 
horses are wild or whether they be- 
long in die refuge. More likely die 
sentiment is more in line with 
Councilman William D. Sessoms 
Jr.'s - "To keep a reasonable num- 
ber would be nice." 

The refuge rounded up 16 horses 
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and Portsmouth to promote cardio- 
vascular fitness for people of all 
ages. 

Speakers at the ceremony will 
include Virginia Beach Mayor 
Mcycra E. Obemdorf, Portsmoudi 
Mayor Gloria O. Webb, and Jake 
Steinfeld, star of die Family Chan- 
nel's "Big Brodier Jake," as well as 
Glcnwood's nearly 1,800 students.

where die cuts would be, which 
causes some concern about whether 
urgently needed schools will be de- 
layed 

Block told council, however, that 
none of die projects would have to 
be delayed if enough land acquisi- 
tion funds were u-ansferred to the 
school projects to make up for the 
shortfall. 

Block said diat the Ocean Lakes 
High School and the West 
Kempsville Middle School could 
proceed as planned. Where, origi- 
nally, the S26 to $28 million 
Ocean Lakes High School was not 
scheduled to open until 1996, it is 
now scheduled to open in 1995. 

The fourth and fifdi year of die 
budget period are less certain, he 
said. 

Two referendums totaling $100 
million are scheduled for 1992 and 
1994. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that the city should still look at all 
alternatives. 

One alternative diat has been re- 
vived is die 45-15 plan, which was 
tried briefly in die '60s and had stti- 
dents going to school 45 days and 
off for 15 days. Although the 
schools are utilized all the time, in 
diis way lessening die need for as 
many schools, problems accompa- 
nied die plan. 

Councilman Robert W. Clybum 
said diat he had children in three 
different schools going to school at 
diree different times. The different 
schedules made it difficult to plan 
family activities like vacations. 

Council woman Reba McClanan 
said diat die system was great for 
her, but for families with working 
mothers it was a disaster. 

Clybum, who was on die School 
Board at the time, said diat former 
School Superintendent E.E. Brick- 
ell said diat it was a nightmare. 

School Board Chairman Gregory 
Stillman said diat the school pro- 
gram would not generate die need 
for a 25-cent real estate tax increase 
because school bonds would be re- 
tired during die budget period. The 
taxes approved by voters to pay for 
diese bond projects could be used 
for additional school projects, 
Stillman reasoned. 

Block said that die staff had 
anticipated die retirement of the 
debt and die staffs recommenda- 
tions account for diat 

Block said diat he was not sure 
what would go into die referendums 
because die School Board has not 
responded to the city's request. 
Also, die city has nodiing on die 
cost of a middle school. 

CouncUwoman Nancy Parker has 
suggested diat die city reprioritize 
die budget to ensure funding for 
school projects and place some of 
die T03ii jwojects on hold. 

In a letter to councU, Pariccr said 
diat she had "no delusitms as lo die 
reception of these recommenda- 
tions." and she was correct. 

Couiffiilmwi Louis R. Jones said 
diat he could n<H "sui^xm cutting 
out all dicse road projecu. If we 
start cutting on die ra«l projects we 
will be back in die same pl^:e we 
w«c in two yoffs ago . . . cutting 
out roads is not ju^»L" 

Councilman Willimi D. Ses- 
swiis Jr. said diat he agreed widi 
JtNies. 



The consensus of council seemed 
to be to go along widi die proposed 
budget, except for die uncertainty 
about die proposed Environmental 
Services Utility (stormwater 
drainage fee). The stormwater 
drainage projects are tied in widi die 
revenues from die proposed fee, but 
action was delayed two weeks ago 
when citizens requested further 
study. A task force was appointed 
and given at least 90 days to submit 
a report 

Parker had suggested that certain 
roads be reevaluated. She said diat 
road projects which might have 
some problem of getting support in 
a referendum, such as roads to Lake 
Ridge or Sandbridge, will lie fi- 
nanced by die city's general obliga- 
tion bond audiority. while school 
projects which are more likely to be 
supported by the public will be 
placed on referendums. 

The roads she suggested for 
reevaluation are Elbow Road-Phase 
II, Elbow Road Bridge ("What is 
the traffic count to warrant this 
road?"). Elbow Road extended C'diis 
road opens the area in the Lake 
Ridge property for future develop- 
ment"), Landstown Road ("$9 mil- 
lion for one mile of roadway"), 
Ferrell Paikway VI and VII ("traffic 
count docs not warrant this"). 
Courthouse Loop. Rudee Inlet 
Bridge and Salem Road. 

Parker said that $63,921,311 
saved from these projects could be 
used for schools. 

The school projects for which die 
need has already been identified are 
the First Colonial High School 
modernization. Ocean Lakes High 
School, General Booth Middle 
School, Corporate Landing 
Elementary, West Kempsville 
Middle School, Tallwood High 
School completion, Landstown 
Lakes Elementary/Middle School 
completion, Holland Road Elemen- 
tary School, Brandon Junior High 
heating system and Kemps Landing 
Inicrmcdiaie renovation. These pro- 
jects total 596,512,989. 

Parker asked, "Do we pay for 
roads to Lake Ridge and Sandbridge 
. . . roads for fuuue development m 
do we pay for die education of our 
children today?" 

If the stormwater fee is not 
adopted, Sessoms asked diat odier 
funds be found for die projects. He 
said diat he was not suggesting ad- 
ditional debt, but possibly finding 
the money in other projects to re- 
lieve die flooding. 

McClanan said diat it's like say- 
ing, "This is what we have, a nice 
lilUe package. If you k^p your 
moudi shut ..." She said diat die 
drainage projects have been around 
for so long. She added diat a lot of 
neighborhoods are not going to 
benefit from die fee and said diat 
such a fee shouW not be a lifelong 
fee. She suggested putting in a 
sunset clause. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
said diat 90 days isn't magic and die 
council should work with the ta^ 
force to get a report earlier than 90 
days. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said dial the city shouldn't delay 
any more than i^ccsssoy to make a 
decision on the fee.

(no cowboys involved - the horses 
just wandered into the refuge com- 
pound dirough an open gale) on 
Sept. 22 and sold diem at auction. 
Anodier horse that had wandered 
into the Sandbridge community 
(some of the people in Sandbridge 
don't fee the same way as diose in 
the rest of the city because it's dieir 
grass and their petunias that get 
eaten by the horses) was removed 
by a local hwse farm. 

That's what started the recent, 
furor. 

Leger said the refuge still has 
three horses in the compound and 
has no immediate plans to remove 
them. 

Still, die time was ripe fw a res- 
olution by City Council, although 
council has no audiority over die 
refuge. The resolution, adopted last 
week by a vote of 9-2 
(Councilwoman Nancy Parker and 
Councilman Robert W. Clybum 
dissented), asks the Fish and 
Wildlife Service to halt the horse 
removing activities on the refuge, 
have an environmental assessment 
made and allow the public to have 
some input 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne, 
who introduced the resolution, 
pointed out diat one pony diat was 
rounded up was subsequendy killed. 
The pony had a iHdLai 1^. 

Councilman James W. Brazier 
said that he did not see that council 
had die authority to do anydiing, 
but that it "makes me nervous 
when peopto start doing things widi 
animals for their good." He said 
that the public ought to have a 
chance to express dieir (pinions. 

Leger said diat die lak diing he 
wanted to (k) is manage horses. "It's 
wonderful to have ttem run free," 
he said, but the refuge is not a 
natural situation. "1 csat very deqjiy 
about all animals and reluctantly 
got to manage these animals. Hie 
last thing I wanted was to see any 
horses injured." 

The main problem is that the 
horses omflict widi the purpose of 
the refuge, which is the manage- 
ment of migratory birds, including 
ducks and ge^

Leger said that die refuge hasj 
1 ,000 acres in die 5,000-acre refuge, 
which it manages extensively and 
diat's where die horses are. 

Parker objected that the item 
should have been on the regular, 
agenda - Lanteigne brought up die- 
question at die end of a very short 
council meedng. She also wondCTed 
where die horses would be better off: 
- at die refuge or in a more domes- 
tic environment. 

Councilman John A. Baum said ■ 
Uic refuge made its mistake when it 
sold die horses widiout issuing any 
prior publicity. He mentioned die^ 
pony operation on Chicoteague Is- ' 
land. 

Leger replied that a lot of peqile 
are unhappy with the way that 
situation is run. Deer are a native 
wildlife feature in die refuge, he 
said; horses are not wUdlife. 

Lanteigne said that a lot of peo-j 
pie originate from Asia or Europci 
and asked how long it would take' 
for ih&m to be considered native. 

Leger, who has parried numerous 
remarks over the years widi equa-; 
nimity, said, "I resent diat; we're 
talking about horses not people." 

Mayor Meyera Obemdof cut off 
what was becoming a healed ex- 
change and said diat Leger had pro-, 
vided a fact sheet. She said het 
position would have the refuge be 
like die "Garden of Eden" widi ev- 
erything living in harmony. 

Clybum said diat he would not 
vote for die resolution, not because 
he didn't like horses, but because 
"we're interfering widi Leger's *il- 
ity to run his area and infringing on 
his right to do diat. He made die 
decisioi the horses stxiuid go." 

CNiemdorf pointed out diat die 
resolution requests only that no 
further action on the horses be 
taken and that an environmental 
im|»ct statonent is made.

From The People Who Brought You Pearl Harbor or Something Wicked 
This Way Cometh (and deservedly so) File, it is with complete assurance and 
absolute safety that we single out Montague Gammon m, local media curiosity 
and ex-Majordomo of Norfolk's Generic Theater to receive the Emperor's New 
Qothes and lone P. Newfwacker Awards for Blatant and Craven hitellectual 
Bishop Choking for his panting and fawning review of the ODU Stables Theatre 
production of William Shakespeare's The Tensest. We attended the show, and 
likewise endured the blithering, intermissionless (read intenninable) 140 minute 
orgy of director John Tyson's ego.

Our condolences to the benighted 
ODU theatre students; if they graduate believing this is what theatre is about, 
future audiences are in trouble, not to mention the students who are gonna have 
a hard time finding work without a major reality check.

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Sea of Souls Flows With the Music

From the pages of notes and ideas at the conception of the local group 
Sea of Souls, Andrew McNeely has followed his premeditated plan to 
the proverbial "T" right down to his trademark 'blue shoelace' on one boot. 

For McNeely there are no surprises; however, for the unsuspecting audi- 
ence, there is a different tale to tell. 

OS: Give us some firsthand thoughts on the band. 

AM: After my last project, 1 sat down and literally wrote down exactly 
what I wanted to do. So far the plan has worked; all original material 
crosses over several different styles but nothing too predictable. I have 
never been more confident about a project than I am now. Faith No More 
broke a lot of barriers with their crossover style and it has opened up a 
heavier alternative/progressive writing style for me. 

OS: What about your style of music? 

AM: I feel like everyone has two sides to their personality: the mascu- 
line side and the feminine side or aggression versus passion. Maybe femi- 
nine is a bad word, maybe it isn't but, that's what I try to put into my mu- 
sic. I basically write with a more melodic style and Don Campbell (guitar) 
will lay the aggressive guitar work. I have a hard time writing heavier type 
material. 

OS: The incorporation of two video screens in your stage show leaves 
an impression on your audience: 

AM: I feel I am at my best when I can combine music and art and let 
them complement each other rather than depending solely on one or the 
other. The video editing was done at my home. It was all a learning pro- 
cess for me because I had never been involved in an editing process, per se. 
And we've put down four songs for a demo: Only Human, Elvis, Pep Talk 
and Last Request. 

OS: What are your personal views of the music scene in Tidewater? 

AM: Well, I think it is looking better. There are more bands playing 
original music now and that is going to help. 

OS: Has there been any local interest from promoters? 

AM: None. It makes you wonder exactly what pulse they have their 
finger on ...It isn't local music. 

OS: The talent on Sea of Souls is more than impressive. Could you 
give us a brief mndown on the lineup? 

AM: I'll start with Don (Campbell). He has the best ear in town. Hike 
working quickly and Don can sit down and pick up my ideas better and 
faster than anyone. Bill Adams, drums, took only one take in the studio 
and he officially became a member. I've worked with him now for 9 
months, and he is solid. I was originally looking for another guitarist when 
Stu Bryson, keys/guitar, joined SOS. I had Stu in my mind as a keyboard 
player and then at practice he picked up a guitar and I decided he was the 
right choice. On Stage, he's the thrasher of the band. None of this would 
be possible without our technicians Rocki and Marti. Everyone says things 
like, "We couldn't go on without them," or "They make it happen." We 
could easily do without them but we wouldn't be very good. 

Sea of Souls is the premiere original band in this area. No false hype, 
satanical messages, or Hollywood egos, here. This is McNeely's baby. 
And it shows.

Now there's much more joy when I do 
sing. In Philadelphia (at the Academy 
of Vocal Arts), it got to be too much of 
a business." 

Whisnant is delighted with Virginia 
Opera. "There's an extra week of re- 
hearsal time! We can develop the rap- 
port, the details, the sureness in the 
role," she says radiantly. 

Asked about singing Wagner with that 
big, flexible voice, she replies, "I'm 
woricing on some Wagner... maybe in 
fifteen years." 

General Director Peter Mark has the 
last word. "We think she's fabulous!"

From time to time I fall in love 
with apiece of music, and it's just 
like a traditional romance — 
quickening of the pulse, desire to 
see (or hear) the object of one's 
affection all the time: oh, you 
know.

I wasn't even sure I liked 
Mozart, because it sounded 
tweedly-tweedly to me like the 
rule-following music of other late 
Baroque and early Classical com- 
posers; predictable endings, key 
changes and cadenzas and oddly 
even-tempered major key music 



even when things were supposed to be 
horrible and tragic . I had been jaded by 
the late Romantics. 

But I had been running with the wrong 
crowd. My first boss, Boris Gold- 
ovsky, had a passion for Mozart operas 
and the first opera I ever watched him 
direct was The Marriage of Figaro. All 
of a sudden, fascinated by his enthusi- 
asm, I heard the way that rushing, ex- 
citing overture ends on those festive 
chords and then, in a gentle, grinning, 
leisurely way drops down five notes to 
a new key and a lovely, affectionate 
duet between an engaged couple meas- 
uring a new apartment to see if the bed 
will fit there. 

I was bowled over by the heavy 
breathing and ecstatic emotions of a 
teen-aged boy, Cherubino, talking about 
being in love with love; I heard one of 
the best musical passages of my life in 
the famous second act finale, in which 
there's a wonderful, deep, sustained 
note in the basses in the orchestra and

I don't think I can make you fall in 
love with it just by talking about it. 
Everybody has different romantic in- 
clinations. But even if you don't be- 
come infatuated, you could make a 
friend for life by going to see Figaro, 
letting the rich ensembles lap gently 
over you, reading the supertitles and 
then watching the action. And as you 
listen to the way harmonies and tempi 
describe real people in real situations, 
you'll start becoming irrevocably at- 
tached to one of the warmest and witti- 
est operatic comedies ever written.

It's intimate simplicity is touching. 
Frankie puts on her best dress without di- 
amonds or pearls, more ravishing than a 
moneyed debutante.

pint of cheap after shave, joyously danc- 
ing his way into Frankie's heart. The 
awkwardness of brushing their teeth 
together is transformed into romantic 
trust; waking up with the sun, unlike the 
trite coffee commercial, becomes a mod- 
est exchange of satisfaction, discov- 
ery and kinship. 

Frankie & Johnny is, ultimately, a 
film about renewal, values and priori- 
ties. It may not win an Oscar — 
common people are rarely considered 
heroic or interesting enough — but 
this film needs no additional applause.

Virginia's For Screenwriters

Winning the lottery and having your screenplay produced might share the same odds but 
at least you have some conirol over your own writing. 

Undaunted by the odds, more than 100 screenwriters met for a workshqj on "Finishing and 
Selling Your Screenplay," in Charlottesville on Sat., Oct. 26 in the midst of The Virginia 
Festival of American Film. 

The screenwriters, some aspiring, some whose work has been optioned and some who've 
won prestigious awards, banded together as if on a distant island far. far away from the 
Promised Land, El Dorado, LaLa Land, whatever...you know, Hollywood. 

"How do I build the boat to get me and my most excellent work out there," was the ques- 
tion of the day. Providing guidelines were Rick Reichman, who teaches screenwriting at 
Georgetown University, and a panel of seven award-winning Virginia screenwriters. One of 
the panel members, Wanda Warner, became $20,000 richer last year after winning a 
fellowship from the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences for her screenplay. Chief 
to Chief. Helene Wagner, founder and director of the Virginia Screenwriters Forum, just won 
a $2,500 Christopher Columbus Discovery Award for her screenplay, Substantial Capacity. 
Will we see these works on the big screen in a year or two? Who knows? Hollywood doesn't 
know what it wants. What's passe today is hot tomorrow. How come Tom Schulman's 
screenplay that became Dea//'oew5oae<ykickedaroundHollywoodfor eight years before 
being produced? Reichman said Schulman wanted to know, too. The producer's answer: 
"Frankly, Tom, we never even read it." 

Virginian Vince Gilligan's Wilder Napalm is scheduled to begin production in Florida Nov. 
4, although nothing's really in the works until they start shooting. Mark Johnson {Rain Man, 
Avalon, Bugsy) directs with Dennis Quaid and Debra Winger starring. 

The Virginia Screenwriters Forum presented a full professional reading of Gilligan's 
screenplay by a group of Richmond actors. A high-action tale of two pyrotechnically gifted 
brothers who can set anything on fire by thinking hard, Wilder Napalm is really wild, even 
in a paneled meeting tooin without special effects. 

So it can happen. You can sell your screenplay but you do need to know how many paper 
fasteners to put through your three-hole punched manuscript (two - top and bottom and "bow- 
tied" at the back) and what kind of cover to use (1 10 lb. card stock in any color but white and 
don't write on it). Content? What about content? Hey, all those pec^Ie at the Charlottesville 
workshop are trying to figure that one out Just tell your own story, they say. Just like the 
lottery — pick your own numbers.

Regional touring companies have certainly 
come a long way in the last 10 years, as 
attested to by the Oct. 21 and 22 perform- 
ances by the Pi itsburgh Ballet Theater. There 
was a time, fairly recently, that a company 
the size of the Pittsburgh (it numbers only 39 
dancers) would never have attempted to travel 
with a work as elaborate as Romeo and Juliet 
— 12 set changes, scores of cast and supers 
and intricate sets and costumes. But every 
aspect of Pittsburgh's production displays an 
admirable level of professionalism. 

Unfortunately, although the dancing is 
technically up to par, the performances and 
acting by Pittsburgh's young company are 
uninspired. A story about two 15 year-old 
lovers would seem to be perfect material for 
these youthful dancers, but the company 
lacks the maturity and depth necessary to 
convincingly convey the tragedy and passion 
of the story. 

Chweographer Bruce Wells has done a 
fme job of making his stage look alive and 
ull of action without taking focus away from 
the drama taking place center stage. He has 
also chosen, in scenes which are traditionally 
predominantly pantomimed, to give his 
dancers more to do. Although this approach 
is well suited to a touring production, the 
appearance of six tulle-skirted ballerinas 
performing a classical pas de six during the 
street scenes does little to advance the story 
or provide consistency of style in one of 
traditional ballet's most literal works. 

The choreography, with the exception of 
some interesting arm and hand movements 
in the court dances, also lacks inspiration. 
Wells has a preference for ronde de jambe en 
I'airs and uses them liberally throughout the 



pas de deux and Juliet's solos. And it never 
ceases to amaze that, when given one of the 
most expressive and passionate phrases of 
music to work with, choreographers con- 
tinue to use only repeated lifts and brief 
embraces to express the youthful curiosity 
and passion the young lovers share during 
the balcony scene. 

The star-crossed lovers were danced by 
two separate casts on Sat. and Sun. night. On 
Sun., the roles were taken by Janet Popeleski 
andPerSacklen. Popeleski has lovely, float- 
ing bourrees which are used frequently in the 
choreography to express Juliet's youthful 
exuberance; she is a proficient dancer, al- 
though less lyrical than would be desired for 
this role. Sacklen's Romeo, looks the pan 
more than is technically suited to it, and is 
outdanced by Alexander Nagiba as Mercu- 
tio. 

The Virginia Symphony plays Prokofiev's 
difficult score brilliantly under the leader- 
shipof the PBT's Music Director AkiroEndo. 
Endo was so well received by the Chrysler 
Hall audience in fact, it seemed his ovation 
was larger than that of the dancers. 

To the average theatCTgoer, this Romeo 
and Juliet is superb — a lovely production, 
well-executed. By the looks of the Ic^by 
during intermission on Sun. (when the 
Symphony offered free tickets to school-age 
children accompanied by an adult) where 
scores of young female audience members 
chose to express their own interpretation of 
the ballet, dance schools across Hampton 
Roads should be signing students up by the 
hundreds in the next few weeks.

Kirov Somewhat Disappointing

The much anticipated performance by the 
Kirov Ballet, partof the Virginia Symphony's 
Dance Series at Chrysler Hall, marks its 
most ambitious undertaking to date. Unfor- 
tunately, the production disappointed. 

Of the offerings {Giselle and two nights of 
repertory performances) the repertory clearly 
provided a wider range of experiences to the 
audience. An abridged version of Swan 
Lake's Act II opened on a beautiful set which 
found the troupe's superstar, Andris Liepa, 
reduced to carting his partner across the 
stage like luggage. The announced cast 
changes were vague, and Esmerelda needed 
some explanation. 

kCommediaDelArte version of a/'ayDe 
Jrois showcased some difficult steps per- 
formed nicely, the ballerina executing the 
most beautiful pirouettes in attitude since 
Alicia Alonso, although the content of the 
dance appeared silly rather than amusing. 



Sadly, the classical highlight (the Grande 
Pas de Deux from Sleeping Beauty, Act III) 
lacked Liepa in the lead as previously an- 
nounced. His replacement, while compe- 
tent, was unable to overcome the physical 
constraints of the Chrysler's stage. It was, 
fmally, Tchaikovsky's Pas de Deux, as 
choreographed by George Ballanchine, that 
brought down the house. The enthusiastic 
response to his American choreography 
speaks volumes regarding the comparative 
cultural perceptions between East and West 

The Kirov deserves accolacfes a s a reposi- 
tory for the classics. In the West, both audi- . 
ence and artists share a common delight in 
the richness and innovation unrestricted ar- 
tistic freedom engenders. This troupeshould 
now be welcomed to a world in which a new 
generation may find its artistic freedom.

Lynn's Performance Drives Miss Daisy 



Little Theatre of Norfolk — In LTN's 
production of Alfred Uhry's Driving Miss 
Daisy, Frank Lynn exorcises the ghost of 
Morgan Freeman and vividly makes the 
character of chauffeur Hoke Colebum his 
own. Hired to drive the aging Miss Daisy, 
Hoke treads the fine line between pleasing 
his white employers and maintaining his 
own dignity; Lynn is utterly convincing. 

Marienne Carlucci conveys with zest 
Miss Daisy's snap, her fire and her quirks 
with zest, but is less successful in portraying 
the character's increasing fragility and vul- 
nerability. Tom Falls plays Boolie, the long 
suffering son; he's always a beat off and 
appears both uncomfortable and incompetent. 

Director Peter Pine does well with the 



cast; but what should flow smoothly from 
one scene to another on Eric Browning and 
Carol Loria'smulti-level set is jerky,at best, 
and Loria's murky lighting adds little. There 
are some sound miscues and fluffed lines 
which could be overlooked, but the misspell- 
ing of the name on the tombstone in the 
graveyard scene isjust avoidable sloppiness. 
However, Lynn's performance is a flat-out 
treat.

Keeps On 
Truckin' 



Kempsville Playhouse — 
William Inge's venerable treatment of 
love in the world of ruts and guts, Bus 
Stop, remains intact in the hands of direc- 
tor Fran Peterson, evoking a certain 
sympathy for past life lessons, along with 
an invitation to see ourselves and laugh 
deeply at our own foibles. The timing is 
good; Cameron Dye's excellent set is 
well lit and fully used by a cast that re- 
mains in continuous motion and features 
some singularly fine performances turned 
in by a likeable cast 

If anything is unfortunate, it is the rela- 
tive limitations which Cress Yerby 
(Cherie) and Adam Brown (Bo) visit on 
their very central roles. The key word here 
is relative. They offer plenty of volume 
and some really good physicaliiy, yet each 
seems stretched and occasionally tangled in 
their lines to such a degree that real mo- 
ments of discovery and realization for their 
characters get bolted past, rather than fell 
and caressed. This kind of lost opportu- 
nity is magnified because of the fabric cre- 
ated and maintained by the supporting 
players. 

Jane Dewbury embraces Grace, owner 
of the bus stop restaurant, rather than 
plays her, and is clearly at ease as a 
woman who has peaceably come to terms 
with the peculiar place which romance oc- 
cupies in her life. G. Donald Brown 
as Will, the Sheriff, walks through the 
role in a well-drawn blending of amused 
tolerance and companionable sympathy 
that makes him immediately pleasing and 
familiar. 

Bill Adams reads Carl, the bus driver, 
as the affable opportunist and uncompli- 
cated stinker the part calls for. Bob 
Scott offers a believable performance as 
Virgil, a cowhand true to the archetypal 
Western requisites of considerable internal- 
ized life expressed in very few words. 

Bob Hill turns in a consistent, fiawed 
and feckless Dr. Lyman, and newcomer 
Amy Harrell brings a fresh and breath- 
less naivete to the role of Elma which, 
with a little restraint, will make her a wel- 
come regular addition to the performing 
community. 

If the current brand of political correct- 
ness had been in place during the mid- 
1950's, some of this show's more charm- 
ing aspects would likely have prevented its 
production in the first place, or been the 
result or more than a few thrown emboli 
while being labelled as unevolved and sex- 
ist. Today, it recalls a place in simpler 
times which is wistful, often funny and 
finally enduring.

Doughboys — A number of Nor'easters 
have swept through the Tidewater area re- 
cently, causing erosion from the Outer Banks 
to die Eastern Shore. It is in keeping with the 
season thaiLovers & Other Strangers washes 
out in Virginia Beach. 

Penned by Renee Taylor and Joseph 
Bologna, the five scenes portray the rela- 
tionships of six couples in various phases of 
wedded and unwedded non-bliss. Calling 
for strong performances by actors skilled in 
bringing multiple roles to life, the cast of 
four leaves the audience high and dry. 

As a wayward husband and his lover, 
Mark Shampine and Marjorie Shaw give 
a stiff opening performance, awkwardly re- 
citing their lines. By their second appear- 
ance in scene three as a married couple 
grappling for individual superiority in the 
battle of the sexes, they loosen up only 
slightly, giving the bickering a tone of cru- 
elty rather than humor.

it was clear the term Monologist had not 
been confused with someone who wears a 
single reading glass perched icily beneath 
the brow of one eye. 

Instead the audience was afforded a peck 
inside the fertile if somewhat delirious 
consciousness whose OBIE winning per- 
formance piece Swimming to Cambodia 
has been forever marked as a genuine 
American Oddity. Gray utilizes his con- 
siderable skills and talents as a writer, per- 
former and actor to hold the attention of 
the crowd against the backdrop of an all 
but bare stage. That he succeeds, and suc- 
ceeds admirably, speaks volumes for the 
quality of both his written and spoken 
words. 

Gray sets up the premise for Monster in 
a Box by dumping a ten- inch thick suap 
bound manuscript from a cardboard box 
onto a tabletop, using the prop to open 
his story about a man (himselQ who was 
on vacation years earlier (during which 
time his mother committed suicide) who 
later finds himself unable to take another 
vacation because of guilt, and decides to 
write a book about being able to write a 
book about being unable to take a vaca- 
tion ... or something to that effect. And 

Slow Dance Crawls 

Towne Point Playhouse — On Cue 
Productions' Slow Dance On the Killing 
Ground by William Hanley, fails to breathe 
life into this wonderful period piece. 

Director Pedro Abad showcases his con- 
siderable acting talent as Randall.; but Abad 
the director continually works against Abad 
the actor. Character transitions are never 
fully developed, nor is any connection be- 
tween fellow cast members Mac McKinney 
and Dani Cantelope. 

Mc Kinney's German store owner is so stiff 
that the denoument has no depth; — Cante- 
lope's Rosie is full of unfocused energy. She 
is never quite able to register the impact of 
her character's own words.

Little Theatre of Portsmouth — 

If you enjoy melodrama, booing and hiss- 
ing the villain, applauding and hip hip 
hooray ing the hero, stay away from Tim 
Kelly's The Face On the Barroom 
Floor. It is stultifying. 

Personally, I love good melodrama; it 
has a cathartic effect which we all need 
once in a while — not this production, 
however. Face On the Barroom Floor rep- 
resents everything that gives melodrama 
and "community theatre" a bad name. It is 
insipid, V2q)id and a waste of time. 

Failure for this production rests squarely 
with director John B. Mastrangelo. 
Gauging previous performances, many in 
his cast are capable of much better work. 

Mastrangelo makes little use of the 
multilevel space and flowing stairs avail- 
able on the set, which connect the stage 



and audience. The script, while probably 
decent, is performed abominably; the cast 
seems totally uninvolved, unenthusiastic 
and encumbered by a lack of creative 
choreography. Hugh D. Dial Jr.'s 
musical underscore is more an "overscore", 
most of the time drowning out the dia- 
logue. 

There are some honest moments, deliv- 
ered by Joan Gay, Malcom N. 
McCutcheon and Ciirol Wright, 
whose Bill Bailey, is very well sung. 
Dory Jones' performance as Fatima is 
the consistent high-light of the evening. 

This production turns what could be a 
silk purse into a sow's ear.

And one of 
which, for the sake of lovers of belles let- 
ties and bon mots, it can only be hoped 
will continue to meander, sap, fizz, roar, 
yes, and even bark well mto the next cen- 
tury.

Boyfriend A Bright Beginning 
For New Company

Virginia Beach Pavilion Theatre — 
Sandy Wilson's venerable 20s musical. The 
Boyfriend is the sprightly, stylish and styl- 
ized premiere production for Common- 
wealth Musical Stage, the area's newest 
non-profit professional theatre company. 

Though the plot is so thin you could read 
the New York Times through it, an enjoyable 
cast romps energetically through the hght- 
weight tale of a girls' finishing school in 
France on the eve of a Carnival Ball. Poor 
Uttle rich girl Polly (Oteka Ball) doesn't 
have a (gasp, squeal) boyfriend, falls in love 
with the (felivery boy, Tony (Chip Gal- 
lagher); the subsequent meetings, misun- 
derstandings, partings and subplots end up 
happily, of course. 

Director Darwin Knight goes a tad over- 
board on the girls' constant squealing (we 
haven't heard such intense decibels since the 
Beatles hit the fans), which makes their dic- 
tion all but incomprehensible — but 
Shakespeare it ain't, so no big deal. Knight's 
charming, inventive choreography suits cast 
and concept with sleight-of-eye verve. 

Ball plays blonde, wide-eyed Polly almost 
as a cross between Glinda of Oz and Blondie 
Boop-a-doop.

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Council sticks by original budget; 
leaves cuts in for school projects

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
failed in an attempt to shift capital 
funds from what she considers less 
urgent road projects to more essen- 
tial school construction as City 
Council last week adopted the 
$1,106,089,058 five-year Ci^iital 
Improvement Program in about die 
same form that it was present^ u) 
council back in September. 

Parker won support only from 
Mayor Meyera E. Obemdorf and 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan on 
a motion to prioritize a new pro- 
gram, delaying road projects geared 
toward future development and us- 
ing die funds for school construc- 
tion which would odterwise have (o 
be submitted to putdic referendums. 

Two School Board referendums 
are included in the budget, in 1992 
and 1994, for a total of $100 mil- 
lion. 

After Parker's motion failed, die 
CI five-year CIP was ^jproved by a 
vote of 9-2, with Obemdorf and 
Paricer still diissenting. 

Council also impropriated, in die 
same vote. $68,595,289 for first- 
year projects in the program. The 
figure includes $15,196,962 for 
school consuijiption, a decrease of 
$859,038 from the amount re- 
quested by die School Board. Which 
school projects would be buUt were 
not designate in the budget be- 
cause, said Dean Block, budget di- 
rector, die city staff does not deter- 
mine which of the projects should 
be prioritized and die School Board 
refused to do so. 

Parker listed eight roads which, 
she said, need to be reevaluated be- 
cause of the present economic 
situ^on. Included were road pro- 
jects she said were geared for fitture 
development, siKh as Lake Ridge, 



and Ferrcll Parkway VI and VII 
which lead to Sandbridge and do not 
have die traffic count to warrant die 
expense, she said. 

But although council kept its 
road program intact, the city has no 
assurances diat it will remain diat 
way because of die shrinking state 
and federal revenues whk:h help pay 
for a large part of road construction. 

McClanan said dial if die state 
changes the formula for road fund- 
ing (so that the localities will be 
paying 20 percent instead of five) 
the city's CIP will have to be 
changed.

Block said that he did not think 
diat die proposal has "seen die light 
die day, but we don't know." 

Acting City Manager Oral Lam- 
bert said that a change in the 
allocation will have a significant 
impact on the city.

Bay Bridge-Tunnel to Seashore 
Stale Park be added to die Gateway 
project. He said that tourists from 
Maryland to Massachusetts used 
that access to the city, and an Old 
Dominion University study noted 
that visitors from New York and 
Philadelphia make up 15 percent of 
die overnight visitors. Of diese, 95 
percent come by car by way of the 
bridge-tunnel and Shore Drive. 

He said diere is a need for an in- 
formation center diere to create an 
attractive image and provide infor- 
mation. 

Molly Brown, representing 
Friends of Back Bay/Sandbridge, 
said that the CIP and die city's 
comprehensive plan are not 
compatible. She said diat Ferrell 
Parkway will go dirough an undis- 
turbed natural area where migratwy 
songbirds and waterfowl are pro- 
tected. There die city will be build- 
ing a road carrying 20,000 cars 
daily. She suggested widening 
Sandbridge Road and straightening 
the curves instead. She opposed 
spending $24 million fw the high- 
way and $17 million fw sewer in 
Sandbridge. She said die CIP 
should not be l>ased on favors for 
special interests or to provide tools 
fordevelopo^. 

Linwood Branch, president of the 
city's hotel/motel association, said 
that die city must change its course 
of acbon which has beoi growth in 
die past. Of the road projects, he 
said, he still diinks that the South- 
eastern Expressway is the best way 
to go and diat the city should take 
care of the roads it has before 
building new ones.

New president 
set on expanding, 
improving college

Dr. Larry L. Whitworth looks 
like a boy, but thinks like a com- 
manding officer. 

Whitworth, Tidewater Commu- 
nity College's new president, has 
wide blue-green eyes and an unas- 
suming smile. But his educated, 
seasoned mind is already churning 
out some sophisticated and 
progressive ideas for die college's 
future. 

"We need to teach people to be 
generalists - to be adaptive and 
flexible, to be capable of doing a 
wide range of things, said Whit- 
worth, 50, a former Pennsylvania 
community college administraior 
who is filling the position formerly 
held by Dr. George B. Pass. Pass, 
who died recently after a long ill- 
ness, hud been the college's presi- 
dent since 1973. 

"These days people need broader 
U'aining and more education," he 
said.

Whitworth, who moved to 
Greenbrier in August, is already 
proposing many plans, including 
one for an upper division for the 
college'.s Virginia Beach and 
Portsmouth campuses. The college 
has three campuses; Chesapeake is 
the other. 

He says community colleges, 
once havens for vocational and spe- 
ciality training, have become u^ans- 
fcr .school.s, filled with siudcnls 
planning lo go on to schools with 
four-year degree programs. Many 
local four-year schools cannot ac- 
commodate the growing number 
who'd like to transfer, and the ones

The Indians showed the new- 
comers how to plant corn and vegetables that would feed them 
through the winter. The settlers taught the Indians "new tech- 
nology" about building cabins and tools. 

This is an ideal time for children to leam that by mergmg two 
cultures, rather than competing over whose is better, everyone 
will benefit. In this case, the kids found that they can have a 
great feast by using traditions from both the pilgrims and the In- 
dians. - M.J.R.

The court recognizes that there 
arc limitations on the press. There 
is a right not to have private facts 
revealed about you. Privacy is not 
an amorphous thing. When there is 
intrusion into one's solitude, he has 
a right of action. What about the

Do people now have to be cau- 
tious regarding videotapes and 
cellular telephones, not knowing if 
these private moments may be 
made public?

The moderator, Hodding Carter, 
reminded the delegates that like 
freedom of speech, freedom of the 
press guarantees the robust dissem- 
ination of diverse viewpoints and 
observations. Without press access 
to information, we are unable to 
make informed decisions that aflect 
our daily lives. 

Each presenter had seven minutes 
in which to state his/her position. 
Then each had three minutes to re- 
but. Jane Kirtley, executive direc- 
tor, Reporters Committee for Free- 
dom of the Press, said she feared 
efforts to sanitize the news. She 
noted that federal and state govern- 
ments often refuse to release names. 
The FBI withholds names of in- 
formers, although the cases are 
decades old. 

In her presentation, Ms. Kirtley 
said there was a disturbing tendency 
to keep records secret even when of 
public interest. Secrecy breeds lack 
of responsibility. Unchecked gov- 
ernment is free to continue abuses.

In rebuttal, Ms. Kirtley said that 
telling the truth can hurt.

Mr. Smith countered that in- 
formed consent obviates a privacy 
suit. There is an absolute right to 
publish, but no right to invasion of 
privacy. Reporters complain about 
not being able to acquire certain 
government documents, but they 
should remember that many gov- 
ernment documents are inaccurate.

The most telling system-wide 
phenomena was that more than 90 
percent of the 1 ,6(X) respondents in 
the survey felt Uiat the interim su- 
perintcndcnl. Jack Davis, was doing 
a good job as compared to the 10 
percent ihal felt that way about su- 
perintendent Cariton Bowyer the 
previous October. VBEA predicts 
that Sidney Faucctte, the division's 
newest superintendent, will 
outscorc even Davis. Members were 
evenly .split on how good a job diC 
School Board is doing. 



Eighty-five percent of die teach- 
ers firndy believe that the school 
division needs alternatives to stan- 
dardized tests to measure student 
performance. Nearly half believe 
that too much emphasis is being 
placed u|X)n the results of standard- 
ized achievement tests in their 
schools. 

Only 35 percent of the respon- 
dents said they fell that resources 
arc equitably di.stribuied among the 
schcx)ls. Syslemwide, over a third 
of the group claimed that they did 
not have the necessary supplies and 
materials lo teach die curriculum. 
However, the disparity between 
school is wide. Only 25 percent of 
the respondents at Seaiack Elemen- 
tary said that they had what was 
needed, while 87 percent of Bayside 
Junior's group said they had suffi- 
cient supplies and materials. 
Generally, more teachers in new 
schools claim Uiey have what is 
needed as compared to dieir col- 



leagues in the older schools.

Council of Civic Organizations wants redistricting action

The Virginia Beach Council of 
Civic Organizations (CCO) wants 
City Council to move ahead with 
reapportionment no later than 
TiKsday, Nov. 26. 

If the council does nothing by 
then, die CCO will support any 
individual who files a writ of man- 
damus with the Circuit Court re- 
quesung the redistricting. 

By a vote of 19-4, the CCO 
members last week voted to take 
diis stand. 

A citizen committee appointed 
by council on Sept. 24 proposed a 
plan which would divide the city 
into generally equal voting districts 
by population. 

Maurice Jackson, president of the 
CCO, said Oiat die CCO supports 
die report in principle but has come 
up widi its own specifics. 

On Sept. 24 die council deferred 
action on the committee report for 
60 days which should bring council 
to its next meeting on Nov. 26 at 6 



p.m. 

At present, the city is divided 
into seven boroughs with unequal 
populations. Blackwater and Pungo 
Boroughs, with the smallest popu- 
lations, each have a representative 



on council. Kempsville Borough, 
with the most people, has the same 
representation. 

Council members also include 
four at- large members. A major 
drawback in change is leaving the 



rural end of the city with inadequate 
rcpresentaUon. 

But Jackson said that the CCO 
has based its demands on die prin- 
cipals of one man/one vote, and 
fairness and equality. ,

lum and supervision going to night 
school. 

When Whitworlh read about the 
TCC opening, he jumped at the 
opportunity. He said he liked the 
Hampton Roads area and this was 
an upward career move, which 
would give him even more oppor- 
tunity to lead, influence and guide a 
school system. 

"I'm entrepreneurial by nature," 
Whitworth said. "It might have 
something to do with my being the 
oldest child . . . I've always sought 
out opportunities." 

At one point in his career, 
Whitworth thought he'd move from 
teaching into the business world, 
but he said he then had a rapid suc- 
cession of promotions which kept 
him feeling stimulated and excited 
in the education field. 

"There's a phenomenal opportu- 
nity to be very entrepreneurial in 
education," he said. He said he en- 
joys .serving as a leader of commu- 
nity college, because this type of 
learning institution has certain ad- 
vantages. 

"Our teachers are here to teach, 
not to do research," she said. "If 
they do research, its of a practical 
nature. 

"And we keep our classes small. 
1 think that's good for the students." 

Whitworth acknowledges that 
today's tight economy has pulled 
needed funds away from community 
colleges in Virginia, as well from 
community colleges throughout the 
nation. He said it's a real problem, 
and TCC's campuses had to reduce 
the numbers and types of different 
classes offered.. State aid to TCC 
was cut 12 percent, by nearly $4 
million, last year, and the state did 
not increase teachers' or administra- 
tors' salaries. Additionally, over 20 
faculty members wer laid off and 
tuition was raised 18 percent. 

Slate legislators have proposed 
an 18 percent increase for the col- 
leges, but Whitworth said even if 
this is approved, the colleges will 
have less money and more students 



than they did two years ago. 

He said, however, he thinks leg- 
islators are fully aware of the prob- 
lem. 

Whitworth hopes that within the 
next ten years, there will be a TCC 
Norfolk campus and that an 
increasing number of students will 
attend the existing campuses. 

"This is an information age. 
More and more people are further- 
ing their educations," he said, 
adding, "It's not possible to glut the 
market with intelligent, educated 
people." 

Whitworth did say that he thinks 
colleges need to alter dieir curricu- 
lums somewhat. "History, 
philosophy, psychology - these 
shdTuld not be majors. What can 
you do specifically with a B.A. in 
history? 

"These are important subjects and 
should be incorporated into one's 
educational pursuits, but we need to 
put more focus on business, man- 
agement and supervision, commu- 
nications, allied health and other 
fields." 

Whitworth said 85 percent of 
TCC's students arc employed and 
the average age is 29. Most arc 
practical and want their education to 
pay off in direct ways, he said. 

He stresses that any education 
that widens one's knowledge and 
capabilities ends up paying off. 

He said the creativity and re- 
sourcefulness honed by education 
make for successful people. 

"In hard times like now, there's a 
growth new of small businesses. 
Some of these will last and suc- 
ceed." 

He said he's sure the community 
college concept will last as well. 
The first community colleges began 
operations just 25 years ago and 
TCC is 23-years-old. 

"We've seen a lot of changes, and 
many more are due," he said. 

Whitworlh, who makes $88,000 
a year, is currently renting in 
Greenbrier and is having a home 
built for him and his wife, Barbara, 
in Kemp Woods. 

He said he's very happy to be 
here.

residential and 30 percoit commer- 
cial ratio and that he sees nothing 
in the CIP that would do that. He 
saTd that the city should stimulate 
the esteblishment of corporations, 
hotels, motels, golf courses, am- 
phitheaters, amusonent parks and 
update the convention facilities. He 
said that the Marine Science Mu- 
seum can become the same type of 
attraction as the Baltimore Harbor 
and that some of the road projects 
should be defened. 

Maureen Sigmund, vice chairman 
of the Southeastern Association for 
the Environment, also opposed 
Ferrell Parle way "through an envi- 
ronmentally sensitive area." She 
said that development there is not a 
goal of the Comprehensive Plan. 

Rae LeSesne said that the CIP 
"Looks a lot like Christmas to de- 
velopers" and the school situation, 
"like April Fool's Day." He said 
that the city needs to wake up to 
reality and attract business with low 
taxes, good schools and an adequate 
water supply. He called the CIP a 
"childish euphoria for the future." 

If the city is considering a mora- 
torium on new water connections, 
he asked, why is council supporting 
programs that will support growth? 
Alluding to Sandbridge projects, he 
said that roads and sewers are not 
needed for small microcosms of the 
city with absentee owners. 

Lou Pace said that the school 
system should be planning bettCT so 
that building will be gradual. He 

also said it was silly to spend $40 

million to pmld a road to Sand- 
bridge when the city hasn't built a 

golf course since 1983. 
Pace also objected to having 

residents pay a $20 fee to use a 

recreation center for which they are 

already paying for. 
Charles Lane, of Sandbridge, said 

that Sandbridge generates a great 

deal of money for the city, and 

while it has no hotels it has a lot of 

large houses for rent. He said that 

he is always amazed that whenever 

money is to be spent on Sand- 
bridge, council is told not to spend 

it. 
"We want sewer," he said, and 

widening Sandbridge Road will 

only destroy business along the 

road. 
Maurice Jackson, of Bay Colony, 

supported improving Shore Drive. 
Maxinc Graham, a member of 

the board of directors of the Back 

Bay Ciiizcns Alliance, said she al- 
ways fell that Sandbridge was dis- 
criminated against 
McClanan reported her concern 

about delaying the General Booth 

Fire Station and was promised, at 

the suggestion of Councilman 

Louis R. Jones, that any balance at 

die end of the year would be used 

for die Arc station. 
McClanan also remarked that she 

did not think the increase in the es- 
timated cost of the station, from 

$1.3 million to $1.8 million, was 

justified. She said that council 

needed an update on the figures. 
McClanan also said diat the staff 

should consider in its road planning 

die economic impact of die projects 

which wipe out businesses.

In fact, 1985 marked the 
first time thjtt there were more 
women m the work force than there 



were white males. 

Of our current blue collar, tech- 
nical and professional work force, 
approximately IS to 20 million of 
them will neol retraining.

The important issue that both 
local associations and businesses 
will have to deal with is the issue 
of balance. Educators will have to

But the adoption of 
those 10 amendments was only the 
beginning of an ongoing process. 




From Ul's Quill

Our understanding of the funda- 
mental liberties guaranteed by the 
Bill of Rights has evolved over 
time. The Supreme Court is con- 
tinually called upon to reexamine 
those principles of freedom and to 
apply them to situations that the 
Fouiiders never imagined. 

One person who is committed to 
preserving our free and open society 
is Rodney A. Smolla. He is the 
Arthur B. Hanson Professor of 
Law, and director of the Institute of 
Bill of Rights Law at the College 
of William and Mary, Marshall- 
Wythe School of Law. In 1989, he 
was appointed to the position of 
reporter to the advisory committee 
to the Commission on the Bicen- 
tennial of the United States 
Constitution. 

I first heard professor Smolla 
speak last February at a Bill of 
Rights Forum, co-sponsored by the 
city's Constitution Celebration 
Commission. He spoke on "The 
Right of the People Peaceably to 
Assemble," reminding the audience 
that freedom of assembly derives 
from the First Amendment and 
protects our right to join peaceably 
with other people in expressing our 
views. If that means we can speak 
out as a group, so can others, in- 
cluding those whose views we 
might challenge or oppose. 

It was my pleasure to hear him 
speak apin during the point-coun- 
terpoint debates at the recent First 
Amendment Congress. Sub»- 
quently, I have read with great in- 
\jatSL his article, "The First 
Amendment and the Virtues of an 
C^n Society," in the publication, 
"A Time for Choices," jwesented by 
that Congress to commemorate the 
1991 Bicentennial of the Bill of 
Rights. 

"TIk vjdue of 'opcn«s' is ImMKter 
dian freedcxn (tf ^leech," asserts 
Smdla. "A society that wishes to 
adopt (^nness as a value of 
overarching significance will not 
rnody altow citizeie a wide range 
ol indivk!ual expressive freedom, 
but will go one step further, and 
actually open up the (teliberative 
processes of government itself to 
die sunlight of public scrutiny. In a 
truly (^)en culture, the normal rule

is that government does not conduct 
the business of the people behind 
closed doors." 

He justifies his position by stat- 
ing that the search for truth is best 
advanced by a free trade in ideas. 
"The 'marketplace of ideas' is per- 
haps the most powerful metaphor 
in the free speech tradition. In a 
democracy, the marketplace of ideas 
is no mere abstraction; it is critical 
to the legitimacy of government." 

But Smolla contends that open- 
ness is valuable for reasons other 
than the search for truth or the pro- 
cesses of self-governance. "The 
First Amendment embraces a right 
to defiantly, robusUy and irrever- 
ently speak one's mind just because 
it is one's mind. Even when the 
speaker has no realistic hope that 
the audience will be persuaded to 
his or her viewpoint even when no 
plausible case can be made that the 
search fw truth will be advanced, 
fipeedom to speak without restraint 
provides the speaker with an inner- 
satisfaction and realization of self- 
identity . . . The human spirit is 
nourished by both thought and 
speech, as the body is nourished by 
both food and water." 

Recent opinion polls 
show that there is an 
alarming gap be- 
tw een support for 
freedom of speech 
and freedom of ez- 
pression in such 
forms as art, music 
and drama. 

Professor Smolla then discusses 
the challenges of new technologies. 
He mentions satellites, computer 
netwcrics and digital transmission 
technok)gies which threaten to 
transform our notions of 
ommunication and freedom of 
qjeech as we become one global 
communications market 

"Only the United States has 
adopted, as {»rt of its constitutional 
structure, the principle that speech 
may not be curtailed whenever 
threats to public ^ety, health or 
morality seem to make such 
regulation 'reasonable.' Our First 
Amoidment requires government to 
restrain itself from regulating 
speech unless the peril is grave and 
immediate." 

Today, more and more countries 
are moving from closed societies to 
denKxaacy. Smolla wonders 
wh^her they will move toward the 
American u^dition, or whether 
Amaica will move toward a wa- 
tered-down notim of freedom of 
speech m«e in conformity with 
in^natiaial custom. He concludes 
that the greatest challenge of all is 
to maintain a truly open society. 

This wOT't be easy. As American 
citizens We the People are entitled 
by the First Amendment lo speak 
our minds. However, recent public 
opinion polls show that tl«rc is an 
alarming gap between suppwl for

Kempsville Meadows students design better egg carton 



Fifth grade students at Kempsville Elementary School took to 
the drawing boards recently to try to come up with a better egg 
carton. 

An experiment, billed as a "payload package drop," had stu- 
dents design and build a container that would allow a raw egg 
placed inside to withstand a fall from the top of the school. 

There were three rules for students to follow. The package 
could not be larger than six inches high by six inches wide. The 
package had to weight at least one pound. And the student had 
to use a raw egg for the payload. 

After design and construction, the packages were taken to the 



school's roof where they were unceremoniously thrown to the 
sidewalk below by fifth grade teachers Susie Drew and Pat 
LcGeyt. 

Anxious would-be engineers waited and watched below. 
Thirty-eight of the designs, which utilized packaging materials 
such as grass clippings, jello, bubble wr&p, cotton, popcorn, 
water balloons, parachutes, angel food cake and foam rubber, 
were successful. 

The experiment, part of the fifth grade science curriculum, 
was designed to help students understand the practicalities of 
engineering and safety.
